that he was in no way inclined td accept pay for any 
possible help he might be to the iBureau in the futiire. 


TARTAKOW advised that hb had some infoz^ation which 
he is sure would be of value to the Bureau, and stated that 
he would furnish this information to SAS NORTON and 
HARRINGTON when he sees them.

Concerning the subject, T-2 advised that SAVITSKY 
was transferred in February i 1944, under Transfer No. 12184 
from the Branch I6-B, Industrial Division,.

Concerning the aforementioned members of the 16-B

ISRAEL L. TANNENBAUM, 409 Bast 21st Street, Brooklyn, 
Hev; York, advised SAS ROBERT iF. ROYAL, and BERT S. TAYLOR, on 
March 27, 1951, that he had been active in the Young Communist 
League at Cooper Union Institiute and had subsequently joined 
a Communist Party group whose name or designation he could 
not recall. 


TANNENBAUI4 stated that this group was a study or dis- 
cussion .group and all mootings that ho could ucall attending 
wore hold at the home of JULIUS ROSENBERG on the Lower East 
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Side of Now York City and that ROSENBERG was usually ^, t 
.C hairman of the group. . 

TAHNENBAUM advised that this Communist Party 
group was more or less A secret group due to the fact 
that. most of the membcr$ were Federal Civil Service em- 
ployees, and they were admonished not to engage in any 
mass activity which would call attention to their Com- 
munist Party membership., 


TANNBNBADM reejognized tho photographs of JULIUS 
ROSt.rfBERG and ETHEL ROSENBERG, JOEL BARR, AL SitRANT, and 
NATHAN SUSSMAN, and recalled the name of MORRIS SAVITSKY, 
as members of this Commuiiist Party group. 

NATHAN SUSSMAN^ 56-55 - 205th Street, Bayside, 

Now York, advised SAS BERT S. TAYLOR and ROBERT F, ROY^ 
that MORRIS and SHIRLEY SAVITSKY, had attended meetings 
of Branch 16-B, Industrial Division of tho Communist 
Party, which meetings wcite hdld at tho home of JULIUS and*

On March 30, 19151, NATHAN SUSSMAN advised SA 
ROBERT F. ROYAL that MORRIS and SHIRLEY SAVITSKY were 
present at a farewell party of Branch 16-B, Industrial 
Division, Communist Party, which was held in 1944 at Bonat*s 
Restaurant, located at 32|i or 33^ Streets between Eighth 
and Ninth Avenues, New Yolk City. 


GERTRUDE SUSSMAN, \^ifc of NATHAN SUSSM/iN, 56-55 
205th Street, Bayside, Now York, was interviowod on Novem- 
1950, by SAS JA14SS T. O'DHIEN and CHARLES P. SILVER- 
THORN, Mrs, SUSSMAN advisicd that MORRIS S.vVITSKY, an en- 
gineer, who had lived in ai housing proiedt and had been em- 
ployed at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, Was a visitor to the homo 
of JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG. ^0 could not state definite- 
ly if SAVITSKY was a Communist Party mombor but remarked 
that since the rest of the individuals visiting the RCBENBERGi 
wore Communists, SAVITSKY ijiust have been a member also. 

On March 20, 1951, Mrs, SUSSMAN advised SAS 
BERT S. TAYLOR and ROBERT F. ROYAL that she recalled the 
attendance of MORRIS SAVITSKY and his wife at throe mootings 
of the Branch l6-B, Industriial Division, Communist Party, 
which meetings wore hold at the homo of NATHAN SUSSMAN ‘S 
parents, 103 Eldridgo Streclt, New York City, and at tho 
homo of JULIUS ROSENBERG, lO Monroe Street, Hew York City, 
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According to Mrs, SIBSMAN, those meetings wore 
hold late in 19^3 and the oarly part of 19^. She stated 
that this Communist Party group broke up in approximately 
February, 1944, at which time Communist Party transfer 
cards wore issued to oadh momber. 

MARTIN HAIffiURGER, 420 West 121st Street, Now 
York City, advised SAS RpBERT P. ROYAL and BERT S. TAYLOR 
on March 23, 1951} that h© had been invited by MORRIS 
SAVITSKY to attend meotihgs of a “discussion club" or 
"study club" in his neighborhood in the Lower East Side 
section of New York City* in the fall of 1943. HAMBURGER 
stated that he can recall attending only two or three 
meetings of this group, Md that he was unable to recall 
where these meetings were hold. 

HAMBURGER added that It was quite possible that 
the meetings \jqto hold iri the homo of NATHAN SUSSMAN, He 
stated that ho could recall one meeting of the discussion 
group which was devoted ^ a discussion from the Marxist - 
point of view oh Thomas Jefferson. 

HAMBURGER stated that MORRIS SAVITSKY was in at- 
tendance at these meeting^ of the discussion group and that 
he had also known SAVITSKY as a fellow member of a social 
club known as the Arts and Crafts Studio, which was located 
on Grand Street, New York City, during the period of 1942 
to 1945. 

HAMBURGER stated that he was unable to identify 
this "discussion group" the I6-B Club of the Industrial 
Division of the Communist iParty since he hJid never paid 
dues to anyone and that ariy transfer out of the club had 
been made without his knowledge or consent. He stated that 
he had received mail from tthe 4th AD Club of the Communist 
Party and that this could have been the result of his having 
been transferred out of the Industrial Section, but that he 
had ignored such mail and had never taken any further part 
in any Communist activity, 

HENRY NATHAN SHOjKST, on March 2?, 1951, advised 
agents of the Seattle Offido-that he knew MORRIS SAVITSKY 
as an engineer in the BrooJblyn Navy Yard and as a fellow 
member of the Federation of Architect’s, Engineers, Chemists, 
and Technicians, 
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SHOIliST stated that he may have eaten lunch with

SEY140UR KEWf'iAN, l840 Tenbroeck Avenue, Bronx, New 
York, in a signed statemo^it furnished on May 3^ 1948, to 
SAS JOHN M. COLLINS and ARTHUR E. DOOLEY, advised that ho 
joined the Commimist Part;^ on May 1, 1942, and became in 
1945 or 1946, a member of the Carlson Club, No. 2, of tho 
Communist Party, which was composed of professional and 
whito-collar workers employed at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 

NEVJMAN advised that as of the summer of 1947 1 MORRIS 
SAVITSKY was a member of the Carlson Club, Ho, 2, of the Com-

DAVID H. PESSIN, 2135 Washington Avenue, Bronx, 
Now York, advised SA VARRO L. RITTER on September 18, 1950, 
that in 1937 » or in 1938, at which time he was a student at 
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the College of the City of New York, MORRIS SAVITSKY who 
was also a student at tho College, had requested him to 
join the Young Coramunist League to which SAVITSKY belonged, 
SAVITSKY stated that at the time of his approach to PESSIN, 
that PESSIN "would be surprised at the number of the Col- 
lege of the City of New York students who were members of 
the Young Communist League," 

PESSIN stated that at that time, SAVITSKY re- 
sided in the Lower East Side section of New York City, 
near Delancey Street, and that in 19^1, SAVITSKY was 
employed at the Brooklyn Navy Yard and that he had been 
drafted into the Armed Forces and had later returned to 
the Navy Yard in about 19*i^5. 

PESSIN stated that in 19^»6, SAVITSKY moved to 
Albany, New York, to vrork on a state project near or in 
Albany, Nov; York, 

HILTON liANBS, 3^6 Rock Hill Road, Brldgeville, 
Pennsylvania, advised agents of the Pittsburgh Office on 
May 2o, 1951, that he had joined a Collego of the City of 
Nev; York Chapter of the Yctog Conmunist League around 
January of 1937, and that he contitiucd membership in that 
group until Juno of 1937 » Vhon he graduated and movod to 
Washington, D. C. 

MANES stated that ho was a member of a group of 
engineering and chemistry Students \mo\m as "engineering 
group" of the Young Coiamunist League, Among a list of in- 
dividuals named by liANSS a$ cither engineering or chemis- 
try students who were actiVe members of the engineering 
group of the College of thq City of New Yoi'k*s Young Com- 
munist League Chapter, andjwho attended three or four 
meetings of the group in 1937* was an individual named 
SAVITSKY whose full name coluld not be recalled by KANES, 

MANES stated th-ti ho was unable to furnish any 
other information concerning SAVITSKY but that the meetings 
of the Young Communist League Chapter $ which he had mentioned 
had been held in 1937> at a hall in the vicinity of Union 
Square, New York City, which hall was ovroed by some Italian 
national organization friendly with the Comnunist Party, 
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It should bo noted that among others named by

EINO LAHTOrffiN, 939 Dawson Street, Bronx, Nov; York, 
a former student at the College of the City of New York, 
advised SA RAYMOND J. RUCKEL on September 26, 1950, that 
MORRIS SAVITSKY, who graduAtod from the College of the City 
of New York, cither in January or June of 1939, had approached 
him while both wore students at the College of the City of 
Nuw York, in an attempt to persuade LAHTOKEN to join the 
Communist Party, 

LAHTOi'SN stated that he could not recall the 
exact date this attempt was made by SAVITSKY, but that to 
the best of his rocollectioh, it had occurred in the spring 
after L/JJTONEN had been elected to the Cta Alpha Pi Fraternity, 

LAHTOKEN stated that he did not join the Communist 
Party and thr.t he was unable to r ocall any of SAVITSKY'S 
friends or associates at the College of the City of New York, 
or furnish any additional information concerning SAVITSKY. 

It should be noted that Dean JAMES S, PEASE of 
the College of the City of Now York, advised in August, 

1950, thot SAVITSKY had graduated from the College of the 
City of' Kew York, with an cnjginocring degree in Juno, 1939. 

Confidential Inforinant T-4, of known reliability,
